W A S H I N G T O N , Aug. 18.—The war 
department today made public the 
order sent to General Merritt 
last 
evening regarding the occupation of 
the city of Manila by the American 
forces. 
The order follows : 


" A D - J U T A N T

Washington, Aug. 17, 1898.—Major 
General Merritt, 
Manila,- 
Philip- 
pines : The president 
directs that 
there must be no joint occupation 
with the insurgents. 
The United 
States in the possession of Manila 
city, Manila bay and harbor, 
must 
preserve the jjeace 
and 
protect 
jjersons and property within the 
territory occupied by their military 
and naval 
forces. The insurgents 
and all others must recognize the 
military occupation and authority 
of the United States and the cessa- 
tion of hostilities proclaimed bj'' the 
president. 
Use whatever means in 
your judgment are necessary to 
this end. All law-abiding 
people 
must be treated alike. 
By order of 
Secretary of War.

W A S H I N G T O N , Aug. IS.—Admiral 
Cervera will not return to Spain for 
the present and reports from An- 
napolis stating that he would leave 
for Washington today are said at 
the navy department to be due to 
misapprehension.

made no application to leave, and it 
is the belief that he v;ill be the last 
of the Spanish prisoners to go home, 
as he has shown a fatherly regard 
for all the other officers and men, 
and appears to be desirous of seeing 
them on their way homeward before 
he leaves. 


The navy 
department has not 
taken up the qaestion of the final 
disposition of the Spanish prisoners, 
although it has passed upon one or 
two special cases in which the cir- 
cumstances made speedy action ad- 
visable. 
One of these was the case 
of Dr. Surada, the venerable Span- 
ish naval surgeon held with the 
other 
Si)anish jirisoners at Ann- 
apolis. 
Tho doctors reported that 
Dr. Jurada was very 
feeble, and 
that while he might be able to 
reach 
Spain if released now, he 
would not bo able to make the trip a 
month hence. 


The navy department accordingly 
directed his reloaso, and the Span- 
ish chaplain will be allowed to ac- 
company Dr. Jurada to Spain. The

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—The two 
American commanders at Manila, 
Admiral Dewey and Major General 
Merritt, united in a joint dispatch, 
which was received here late this 
afternoon, asking for instructions as 
to the manner of dealing with the 
various elements, particularly the 
insurgents now that the city was 
occupied by the American forces. 


After a conference, at the white 
house, in which Secretary Alger 
and Acting Secretary Allen partici- 
pated, instructions were sent to the 
two American commanders. The 
text of the inquest for instructions 
and of the answer was not made 
public, but Secretary Alger summed 
up the instructions as substantially 
as follows : 


"The instructions are to enforce 
law and order and to treat all law- 
abiding citizens alike. " 


The instructions are practically 
the same as those sent to General 
Lawton. 
The latter order speoifl- 
oally stated that the insurgents 
must recognize the military occupa 
tion and authority of the United 
States and the cessation of hostili- 
ties proclaimed by this government 
I Doubtless the same rule is being ap 
plied to the insurgents under Aguin 
aldo, although it was not officially 
stated that such specific orders were 
made. 


It is said that the joint dispatch 
from Dewey and Merritt did not in 
terms refer to Aguinaldo, nor did 
the instructions mention the insur- 
gent leader by name. 
It is well un- 
derstood, however, that the desire 
of the American commanders was 
to have instructions on the manner 
of dealing 
with the large and 
menacing torces of insurgents under 
Aguinaldo who have 
surrounded 
Manila for many weeks, and who, 
it is thought, may or have demanded 
the right to occupy the city with the 
American forces, as did the Cuban 
insurgents at Santiago. 


It had been thought in some 
quarters here that the showing here 
tofore made by the insurgents would 
lead to their receiving a certain 
amount of recognition in the way of 
joint action between the United 
States forces and those of thé insur- 
gents when the city was occupied 
but the instructions sent last night 
are based on occupation by the 
United States alone, and, as a high 
administration official summed up 
the situation : 
' 'There will be no 
joint action except between Merritt 
and Dewey. They will maintain 
law and order and will treat insur- 
gents and Spaniards alike, requir- 
ing all to observed peace and 
order." 


Aside from this joint dispatch, 
the only word received from Manila 
during the day was in the brief dis- 
patch from Admiral 
Dewey an- 
nouncing the surrender of the city 
last Saturday. A detailed dispatch 
from General Merritt was eagerly 
awaite:! throughout the day, as it 
was feared that the sharp engage- 
ment of the land forces during the 
storming of Manila had resulted in 
some casualties on our side, but no 
dispatch came from General Merritt 
up to the close of office hours last 
night, except the one in which he 
joins with Admiral Dewey in ask- 
ing for instructions. 


Secretary Alger concluded from 
this that the casualties could not 
have been heavy, as he felt sure 
General Merritt would promptly re- 
port any considerable loss. 
There 
was a bare possibility that a cipher 
dispatch from General Merritt had 
miscarried. 


It was noted that neither the first 
dispatch of Admiral Dewey nor the 
joint dispatch of Dewey and Mer- 
ritt made any reference whatever to 
the part which the German cruiser 
Kaiserin Augusta took in removing 
Captain-General August! from Ma- 
nila to Hongkong. 
From 
this the 
officials believe that the American 
commanders do not not attach sig- 
nificance to the course of the Ger- 
man 
naval authorities. 
The inci- 
dent continues to cause some irrita- 
tion here, but it is practically cer- 
tain that no official cognizance will 
be taken of it. 


A high official of the navy depart- 
men said that at the most the 
course of the German naval com- 
mander was one of bad taste. There 
is no disposition in any official quar- 
ter at present to carry the incident 
to the point of considering it a 
breach of neutrality, as has been 
suggested in some British news 
papers.

After a conference at the white 


hot-.se, in which Secretary Alger 
and Acting Secretary Allen partici 
pated, instructions were sent to thi 
two American commanders. Thi 
fo»it of the rrquoet for instructions 
anj of the answer wivs not made 
public, but Secretary Alger summet 
up tho instructions as substantially 
as follows: 


"The instructions are to enforce 


law and order and to treat all law 
abiding citizens alike." 


The instructions are practically 


the same as those sent to Genera 
Lawton. The latter order specif! 
cally stated that the insurgents 
must recognize the military occnpa 
tion and authority of the Unitei 
States and the cessation of hostili 
ties proclaimed by this government 
Doubtless the same rule is being ap 
plied to the insurgents under Agnin 
aldo, although it was not oflidally 
stated that such specific orders were 
made. 


It is said that the joint dispatch 


from Dewey and Merritt did not in 
terms refer to Agninaldo, nor die 
the instructions mention the insur 
gent leader by name. It is well un 
derstood, however, that the desire 
of the American commanders was 
to have instructions on the manner 
of dealing with the 
large and 


menacing torces of insurgents under 
Aguinaldo who have Burrounc 
Manila for many weeks, and who 
it is thought, may or have demanded 
the right to occupy the city with the 
American forces, as did the Cuban 
insurgents at Santiago. 


It had been thought in some 


quarters here that the aha wing here- 
tofore made by the insurgents wonlc 
lead to their receiving a certain 
amount of recognition in the way oi 
joint action between the United 
States forces and those of the insur. 
gents when the city waa occupied 
but the instructions sent last night 
are based on occupation by the 
United States alone, acd, as a high 
administration official summed ap 
the situation: "There will be no 
joint action except between Merritt 
and Dewey. They will maintain 
law and order and will treat insur- 
gents and Spaniards alike, requir- 
ing all to observed peace and 
order." 


Aside from this joint dispatch, 


the only word received from Manila 
during the day was in the brief dis- 
patch from Admiral Dewey an 
nounciug the surrender of tbe city 
last Saturday. A detailed dispatch 
from General Merritt was eagerly 
awaitoU throughout the day, aa it 
was feared that the sharp engage- 
ment of the land forces during the 
storming of Manila bad resulted in 
some casualties on our side, but no 
dispatch came from General Merritt 
up to the clone of oflico houra last 
night, except the one in which he 
joins with Admiral Dewey in ask- 
ing for instructions, 


Secretary Alger concluded from 


fchia that the casualties could not 
have been heavy, as he felt sure 
General Merritt would promptly re- 
port any considerable loss. 
There 


was a bare possibility that a cipher 
dispatch from General Merritt had 
miscarried. 


It was noted that neither the first 


dispatch of Admiral Dawey nor the 
oint dispatch of Dewey and Mer- 
ritt mado any reference whatever to 
;he part which the Oonnan cruiser 
iaiserin Augusta took la removing 
Captain-General Augusti from Ma- 
nila to Hongkong. 
From this the 


officials believe that the American 
commanders do not not attach nig 
nificance to the course of tho Ger- 
man naval authorities. The inci- 
dent continues to cause some irrita- 
tion here, but ii is practically cer 
tain that no official cognizance will 
be taken of it. 


A high official of the navy depart 


men said that at the meet the 
course of the German naval com 
mander was one of bad taste. There 
is no disposition in any official quar 
ter at present to cany the incident 
to the point of considering it a 
broach of neutrality, as hag been 
suggested in some British news- 
papers.
